tion of credit. IntivchnnKe through 
local bureaus affiliated with the cen- 
tral bureau, extension of cffort.s for 
friendly liquidations, and a larger ln- 
coino for tnc national .body with more 
adequate Incomes for local associa- 
tions were urjjjjcl In !lio annual ro- 
port of John A. Norvel!. Huntinftton. 
W. Vu., president of the National As- 
sociation of Credit Mmi read today 
before tho national convention of tht' 
credit mun here. 


Reviewing the work of the associa- 


tion since in 1890 when the- body was 
first organized. Mr. 
Xorve'.l 
stated 


that credit facilities l>etrnn to grow 
until today a. credit technique has 
been built up to "magnificent pro- 
portions." 


"The proper, use-- of credit 
have 


done more than any other factor," 
he continued, "to build U!> the 
na- 


tion's capital ant', wealth. 
With safe 


freedom In tho asking and Riving of 
credit, commodities coui'J circulate in 
larger quantities- and the accumula- 
tion of profits from these transactions 
built up gradually the reserve of busi- 1 
ness and laid the foundation of our 
great wealth." 


Touching on the promotion of cred- 


it interchange. Mr. Xorvell said ho 
firmly believed that if such 
inter- 


change were now 
discounted 
com- 


merce would shrink in a large meas- 
ure within a few year?.

"It isn't possible to carry on an 


extensive and complicated credit com- 
merce without the 
Interchange 
of 


credit information." he pointed out. 
"In some directions I am sorry to 
see a disjosition with large enter- 
prises to discontinue entirely the ask- 
ing and giving of ledger information. 
This is a serious and unpro'gressive 
step for any enterprise to take. Tney 
must be brought to realize that the 
greatest intelligence exercised in the 
production and selling of commodities 
would not bring results unless credit 
is flowing ia even channels. 


"Aside from th« direct interchange 


on a. reciprocal basis which shoui£ 
always be carried on freely between 
credit departments, I would feature 
the urge of bringing our credit inter- 
change bureaus into greater efficiency 
and extending the central system so 
that it will embrace eventually a 
large percentage of the organization 
member. 


"Asserting that he is deeply inter-

Thus v.e find that the contribu- 


tions to literature of the past few 
years that will endure after this gen- 
eration are non-fiction works 
Such, 


for instance, as "The Outline of His- 
tory," "The Jlmd in the Making" and

Probably the most comprehensive 


clinic on contemporary literature that 
has been published is "The Doctor 
Looks at Literature," by Dr. Joseph 
Collins. He is a neurologist of wide 
reputation. He also bears a consid- 
erable reputation as a literary ciitic. 
Thus he approaches his subject 


with a dounle-barreled weapon. 
He 
brings down what he fires at, but my 
quarrel with him is that he has hunt- 
ed out only the extraordinary species. 
Sinclair Lewis is the only American 
who seems worthy of his attention. 
That is natural aince Dr. Collins Is a 
neurologist and seeks the odd tan- 
gents of 
life for his exploration. 
American* haven't run oft on a<* many 
odd "tangent* as the peoples of older 
countries.-s

The Egost complete picture that Dr. 


Collins draws ia that of D. H. Law- 
rence, "author of the "Women in 


=3U>v»," llPsychonalysls and the Un- 
conscious," the prohibited "Jurden" 
and others. The doctor has made a 
-clinical chart of Lawrence's mind. He 
^tells ua just why he writes -what he 
' does. 
Of "Women In Love." Dr. Collins 
•ays, "A large portion of the book It, 
In my Judgment, obscene, deliberate- 
ly, like everything else, has Its grad- 
ations, Its intensities, its variations, 
and- the author of this boolc knows 
how to ring the changes upon ob- 
scenity in' a way that •would make 
Aretino ^reen with envy." 
Of the author -he says, "I maintain 
thaF. both from the artistic and the 
psychological standpoint, Mr. Law- 
rence's performances are those of a 
neophyte and a duffer. He can make 
words roar and^slng and murmur, and 
bv so doing he can make moral, pois- 
ed.

r-an creep and shudder: indeed, al- 
most welcome the obscarity of the 
grave, so that he will not have to 
meet his fellow again in the flesh.

shown themselves more cortpetent to 
observe, estn.ia.te and describe such 
behavior than the author of "Main 
Street " Tha: novel v.-as a study of 
temperament, a portrayal of environ- 
mem, and an attempt to estimate 
their Interaction and to state the re- 
sult. 


"It was recognized by those who 


had encountered or experienced the 
temperament and who had lived, vol- 
untarily or compulsorily, in the en- 
vironment, to be a true cross-section 
of life focused beneath a microscopic 
lens, and anyone who examined it had 
before him an accurate representa- 
tion of the conscious experiences of 
at least two individuals, and a sug- 
gest.on of their unconscious experi- 
ences as well. 
This permitted the 
reader, even suggested to hir«, to 
compare them to his own sensations 
and ideas. 
"Thus it Was that emotions, senti- 
ments, and Judgments were engen- 
dered whichr given expression, con- 
stituted something akin to public 
opinion. The result was a WBneficence 
to American literature, for tho pur- 
pose of the writer -was known, and it 
was obvious to the knowing that he 
has accomplished it." 
Referring to the later book. Dr. 
Collins writes, "When Mr. Babbitt 
wallovrs in the trough of the waves 
of emotion because he doesn't get the 
affection and recognition from his 
children which is his due, he alienates 
our sympathy arid llr. 1/ewis re%-eala 
the vulnerable tendon of his own psy- 
chology. 
Mr. 
Lewis' 
psychology 


would have struck a truer note if he 
had differentiated more clearly be- 
tween the universal parent tragedy 
and Babbitt's own failure as a par- 
ent." 
Dr.. Collins says that t'Babbitt"-may 
be constructed as the American In- 
telligence of Lewis' generation turn- 
ing on its task master. He believes 
that Lewis got the "Babbitt iron in his 
soul when he worked as ,an advertis- 
ing-copy writer and that he meant to 
turn Babbitt inside out and hold hie* 
up to scorn, but that as he developed 
the character he felt, sorry for him 
and pitied Babbitt in his sense of 
frustration by social environment and 
circumstance ajid admired him for 
telling his son not to let himself b» 
similarly frustrated.

Resources Doesn't 
Belong to State

WASHINGTON. June 11.— A.stat* 


cannot prohibit 
or restrict 
tha ex- 


portation of its natural products ia 
interstate 
commerce, 
the Supremo 


Court held today in cases brought by 
the states of Ohio • and - Pennsylvania 
to enjoin "West Virginia from regulat- 
ing thfe flow of its natural gas across 
.-:tate lines. 


The decision brought vigocoua dis- 


sents iron- Justices Holmes, McRey- 
nolds and Brandeis, each of • whom 
criticised the ruling of the. majority. 


The court's-opinion was- delivered 


by Justice Van Devanter. whov emp- 
hasized the importance o" the. prin- 
ciples it established. 
As described by 


him the decision mean "that In tn« 
rraatter of interstate commerce we 
are a single nation—one 
and the 


same people." 


All 
the .states, he said, have ab- 


sented under the constitution-to com- 
mitting to Congress the power, tc reg- 
ulate such commerce, this irr>prylng 
that the states were forbidden to do 
anything that would /have, such reg- 
ulatory effect. 


•'The purpose," 
Justice^ Van De- 


vanter explained, "is to protect'com- 
mercial intercourse from insidious re- 
straints, to. prevent 
conflicting 
or 


hostile state laws and to insure it uni- 
formity in regulation.- 


"No state whether one where 


is produced or where it is sold ca» 
by law, the majority declared,- pre- 
vent, obstruct or burden its trans- 
mission. 
The "West Virginia law, in 


tne court's opinion proposed such a 
restriction. 


"its provisions and the conditions 


which must surround its operations 
are such." Justice Van D-evanter de- 
clared, "that it necess.artly and di- 
rectly will compel the diversion .TO 
local consumers of a large ---irid In- 
creasing part oi the gas heretofore 
and now going to consumers In the 
complainant states and therefore will 
work a serious interference ;iritb that 
commerce."

Referring to contention 
of West 


Viringia that the suits had been pre- 
maturely brought before any-act by 
its commission to restrict the quant- 
ity of natural gas 
transported to _ 


Ohio and Pennsylvania and the oth-' 
er states. Justice Van Deyanter_ said: 


"One 
does not have to await the 


consummation of threatened .injury 
to obtain preventive relief. , If th« 
injury is certainly impending that ia 
enough.' 
In addition to holding that 


the proceedings had been properly in- 
stituted the court also held that tha 
two states had 
the right to -bring 


them not only as properitors of pub- 
lic institutions and schools 
whose 


supply of gas from the-West Virginia 
fields was threatened but..also as the 
representatives 
of 
the 
consuming 


public "whose supply -will be similar- 
ly affected." 
Justice Holmes and Justice Eran- 


deis could not agree with the major- 
ity that the natural gas had becotii; 
a "part of interstate commerce at the 
time West Virginia proposed to ex- 
ercise control over it- They Insisted 
that the states and people of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania had other means at 
law available to protect whatever, 
rights they had to gas supplies Irom 
West Virginia.

Justice McReynolds took the stand 


that the cases did not present a 3Ufli- 
ciable question and insisted tnat the 
court should have dismissed them, 
for want of jurisdiction.
